Outcomes  for  our  Military  and  Veterans”  before  the  Committee  on  Homeland  Security  and 
Governmental  Affairs  on  Tuesday,  July  23 , 20 1 3,  at  1 0:30  a.m.  in  SD-342  in  the  Dirksen  Senate 
Office  Building.
